In amplifica- 
ton of the statement by Capt. O'Brfen, 
head of the detective bureau, to the 
effect that not 5 per cent. of the pick- 
pockets arrested in Chicago are ever 
convicted, Judge Crowe deciares it 
is not the fault of the poljce or courts, 
but of circumstances over which 
neither has control. “Pickpockets are 
the shrewdest class of criminals,” he 
says. “They seldom, if ever, pick the 
pockets of a Chicagoan, They always 
try to rob the man from out of town. 
They know that in doing this 
they are perfectly safe from prosecu- 
tion. The crooked lawyers continue 
the case from time to time. After a 
while it goes over to the Criminal 
Court. Here, again, it is continued. 
The complaining witness, nine times 
out of ten, lives out of town. The 
long delays disgust him with legal 
procedure, and he decides to drop the 
case. Only a vigilance committee can 
drive the pickpocket out of the city

MEADOW LARK SAVED. 
 SONGSTER PROTECTED. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, March 4—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} The Senate tonight 
saved the meadow lark from extinction 
in California by voting down the 
Stuckenbruck bill, under which the 
pretty songster could have been 
slaughtered at the will of every man 
or boy with a gun. Twelve Senators 
voted for the passage of the Stucken- 
bruck bill and seventeen against it. - 

Senator Lewis of Stockton made the 
principal speech against the bird, de- 
claring that it eats the grapes of the 
ranchers and that it is a pest gen- co 
erally. He found himself in hot 
water as soon as he sat down, how- 
evér, for a dozen Senators were on 
their feet in defense of the lark. The 
first speech against Lewis was by Willis 
of San Bernardino, who tore to shreds 
the arguments of Lewis that the bird 
was destructive to fruit of any kind. 
Willis quoted from the reports of the 
experts of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, showing that the 
meadow lark feeds mostly on 
grasshoppers, cut-worms, caterpillars, 
wasps, ants, spiders and other pests, 
and that it really is one of the great- 
est friends of the farmer. More than 
one-half.of the food of the bird, said 
Willis, consists- of harmful insects. 
Senator Curtin made a telling plea for 
the bird, sayi 
had written that he did not want his 
father to come home unless he could 
say he had voted to save the lark.

TOKIO, March 65.—The press of 
Japan continues to felicitate President 
Taft upon his inauguration, and is 
unanimous in rejoicing over the fact 
that his knowledge of Japan is based 
upon his personal observations, while 
a visitor in the empire. 

The papers say that in consequence 
of this, the friendship between Japan 
and the United States is certain to be 
strengthened materially during Presi- 
dent Taft's term of office.

the high office from which he retired 
at noon today solely in their interests 
and for their benefit. 

Not a difficult thing for this per- 
sonality which possesses the divine 
spark of sympathy that enables him 
to get as surely in touch with the 
sturdy plainsman, the introspective 
farmer, the worker in every calling, 
as with the statesman of highest 
rank. 

Not a difficult thing when, as he 
himself has stated, there is no other 
title than that of American citizen. 

Few men could let fall the reins of 
power, and such power as Mr. Roose- 
velt has exercised, without regret. Yet 
I honestly believe this to be true in 
his case. He is glad he has presided | 
over the destinies of the American 
people in such stirring times. He em- 
phatically believes that the reforms 
he has inaugurated, the policies he has 
initiated have been of the 
possible value to the republic, 
must be enforded in the future with 
the same vigor as he has shown.

He was an 
Assistant Attorney-General of the 
United States during Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration, and has been general 
counsel for the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company for some years, spend- 
ing most of his time in Chicago, 
where the general offices of that com- 
pany are located. Mr. Dickinson is 58 
years old, having been born in Co- 
lumbus, Miss. in 1851. He is a grad- 
uate of the University of Nashville, 
from which school he has a degree as 
Master of Arts, and he studied law at 
Columbia University, at the Univer- 
sity of Leipzig, and in Paris. He is 
president of the American Bar Asso- 
‘ciation, and belongs to the Chicago 
4Club, the Onwentsia and the Iroquois 
clubs, all of Chicago. Mr. Dickinson 
is the owner of the famous Belle 
Meade stock farm in Nashville. 

George von Lengerke Meyer. 

George von Lengerke Meyer, who 
goes from the Postmaster-General's 
office to the Navy Department, was 
brought into the Cabinet in February, 
1907, to succeed Postmaster-General 
Cortelyou. He was at that time Am- 
bassador to St. Petersburg, to which 
post he been trans erred from 
Rome, where he had served five years 
as Ambassador. Mr. Meyer is a na- 
tive of Boston, in which city he was 
born in 1858.

Mr. Wickersham is a member of the 
law firm in which President Taft's 
brother, Henry W. Taft, is a partner, 
and he is known as an expert in rail- 
road jaw. Although a resident of New 
York City, Mr. Wickersham is a na- 
tive of Pennsylvania, having been 
born in Pittsburgh in i858. He first 
took civil engineering at ‘Lehi - Un- 
versity, but later entered t la 
school of the University of 
vania, from which he holds the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Laws. He imme- 
diately entered practice in Philadel- 
phia, but later went to New York and 
associated himself with the firm of 
Chamberlain, Carter & Hornblower. 
A year later became managing 
clerk of the firm of Strong & Cad- 
walader, of which President Taft's 
brother le a member, and eventually 
was taken into partnership. 

Mr. Wickersham is counsel for a 
large number of corporations, sure 
them the Interborough Railroad, an 
as attorney for the railroads in the 
famous Chi © traction case came 
into conside le public prominence.

Mr. Hitchcock found time to take a

POSTAL SAVINGS BANE. 

The incoming Congress should 
promptly fulfill the promise of the -Re- 
publican platform and pass u proper 
postal savings bank bill. It will not 
be unwise or excessive paternalism, 
The promise to repay by the govern- 
ment will furnish an inducement to 
savings deposits which private enter- 
prise cannot supply, and at such a 
low rate of interest as not to with- 
draw custom from existing banks It 
will substantially increase the funds 
avaliable for investment as capital in 
useful enterprises. It will furnish the 
absolute security which makes the pro- 
posed scheme of government guaranty 
of deposits so alluring without 16 
pernicious results. 

I sincerely hope that the incoming 
Congress will be alive, as it should be, 
to the importance of our foreign trade 
and of encouraging it In every way 
feasible. The possibility of increasing 
this trade in the Orient, in the Philip- 
pines and in South America are known 
to every one who has given the matter 
attention. The direct effect of free 
trade between this country and the 
Philippines will be marked upon our 
gale of cottons, agrwultural machinery 
and other manufactures. The neces- 
sity of the establishment of direct 
lines of steamers between North and 
South America has been brought to the 
attention of Congress by my prede- 
cessor, and by Mr. Root before and 
after his noteworthy visit to that con- 
tinent, and I sincerely hope that Con- 
gress may be induc to see the wis- 
dom of a tentative effort to establish 
such lines by the use of mail sub- 
sidiea. 

The importance which the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Commerce 
and Labor may play in ridding the 
markets of Europe of prohibitions and 
discriminations against the importa- 
tion of our products is fully under- 
stood, and it is hoped that the use 
ef the maximum and minimum feature 
of our tariff law to be soon pa 
will be effective to remove many of 
those restrictions. 

The Panama Canal will have a most 
important bearing upon the trade be- 
tween the eastern and the far western 
sections of our country, and will 
greatly increase the facilities for 
transportation between the eastern and 
western seaboard, and may possibly 
revolutionize the transcontinental 
rates with respect to bulky—merchan- 
dise. It will also have a most bene- 
ficial effect to increase the trade be- 
‘tween the eastern seaboard of the 
United States and the western coast of 
South America, and, indeed, with some 
pf the important ports on the east 
coast of South America reached by 
rail from the west coast. The work on 
the canal is making most satisfactory 
progress. The type of 2 canal as a 
‘lock canal was fixed by Congress after 
a ful! ¢onsideration of the conflicting 
reports of the majority and minority 
of the consulting board, and after the 
recommendation of the War Depart- 
ment and the executive upon those re- 
ports. Recent suggestion that some- 
thing had occurred on the isthmus to 
make the lock type of the canal less 
feasible than it was supposed to be 
when the reports were made and the 
policy determined on, led to a visit to 
the isthmus of a board of competent 
engineers to examine the Gatun dam 
and locks which are the key of the 
lock type. The report of that board 
shows that nothing has occurred m 
the nature of newly revealed evidence 
which should change the views once 
formed in the original discussion. The 
construction will go on under a most 
effective organization controlled by 
Col. Goethals and his fellow army en- 
gineers associated with him, and will 
certainly be completed early in the 
next administration, if not before. 

WILL PUSH WORK. 

Some type of canal must be con- 
structed. The lock type has been se- 
lected. We are all in favor of having 
it built as promptly as possible. We 
must not now, therefore, keep up a 
fire in the rear of the agents whom 
we have authorized to do our work 
on the isthmus. We must hold up

The governments of our dependen- 
cies in Porto Rico and the Philippines 
are a as favorably as could 
be ired. T ey of Porto 
Rico continues The busi- 
ness conditions the are 
not all that we could wish them to be, 
but with the passage of the new tariff 
bill permitting free trade hetween the 
United States and the Archipelago, 
with such limitations in sugar and to- 
bacco as shail prevent injury to the 
domestic interests on those products, 
we can count on an improvement in 
business conditions in the Philippines 
and the development of a mutually 
profitable trade between this country 
and the islands. Meantime our gov- 
ernment in each dependency is up- 
holding the traditions of civil liberty 
and increasing popular control which 
might be expected under American 
auspices. The work which we are 
doing there redounds to our credit as 
a nation. 

I look forward with hope to tncrease- 
ing the already good feeling between 
the South and the other sections of 
the country. My chief purpose is not 
to effect exchange in the electoral vote 
of the Southern States. That is a sec- 
ondary consideration. What I look 
forward to is an increase in the toler- 
ance of political views of all kinds and 
thelr advocacy throughout the South, 
and the existence of a respectable po- 
litical opposition in every State; even 
more than this, to an increased feel- 
ing on the part of all the people in 
the South that this government is 
thelr government, and that its officers 
in their States are their officers. 

NEGRO QUESTI ON. 

The consideration of this question 
cannot, however, be complete and full 
without reference to the hegro race, 
its progress and its present condition. 
The thirteenth amendment secured 
them freedom; the fourteenth amend- 
ment due process of law, protection of 
property and the pursuit of happiness, 
and the fifteenth amendment attespt- 
ed to secure the negro against any 
deprivation of the privilege to vote, 
because he was a negro. The thir- 
teenth and fourteenth amendments 
have been generally enforced and have 


secured the objects for which they 
were intended. While the fifteenth 
amendment has not been nerally. 


observed in the past, it o 
observed, and the tendency of south- 
ern legislation today is toward the 
enactment of electoral qualifications 
which shall square with that amend- 
ment. Of course, the mere adoption 
of a constitutional law is only one step 
in the right #irection. It must be 
fairly and justiy enforced as well. In 
time both will come. Hence it is clear 
to all that the domination of an ig- 
norant, irresponsible element can be 
prevented by constituti@nal laws 
which shall exclude from voting both 
negroes and whites not having educa- 
tion or other qualifications thought to 
be necessary tor a proper electorate. 
The danger of the control of an g 
norant electorate has therefore passed. 
With this change, the interest which 
many of the southern white citizens 
take in the welfare of the negroes has 
increased he colored men must base 
their hope on the results of their own 
industry, self-restraint, thrift and bus- 
iness success, as well as upon the aid 
and comfort and sympathy which they 
may receive from their white neigh- 
bors of the South. There was a time 
when northerners who sympathized 
with the negro in his necessary strug- 
gie for better conditions sought to give 
to him the suffrage as a protection, 
and to enforce its exercise against the 
prevailing sentiment of the South. 
The movement proved to be a failure. 
What remains is the fifteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution and the right 
to have statutes of States specifying 
qualifications for electors subjected to 
the test of compliance with that 
amendment. This is a great protec- 
tion to the negro. It never will be re- 
pealed, and it never ought to be re- 
pealed. If it had not been passed, it 
might be difficult now to adopt it; but 
with it in our fundamental law, the 
policy of southern legislation must 
and will tend to obey it, and so long 
as the statutes of the States meet the 
test of this amendment and are not 
otherwise in conflict with the Consti- 
tution and laws of the United States, 
it is not the disposition or witRip the 
province of the Federal government to 
interfere with the regulation by South- 
ern States of their domestic affairs. 
There is in the South a stronger feel- 
ing than ever among the intelligent, 
well-to-do and influential element in 
favor of the industrial education of 
the negro and the encouragement of 
the race to make themselves useful 
members of the community. The prog- 
ress which the negro has made in the 
last fifty years from slavery, when its 
statistics are reviewed, is marvelous, 
and it furnishes every reason to hope 
that in the next twenty-five years a 
still greater improvement in his con- 
dition as a productive member of s- 
ciety, on the farm and in the shop and 
in other occupations, may come. The

Henry Clayton Witmer, banker and 
large property owner, died early yes- 
terday morning at his country place 
of 300 acres at La Verne, near Lords- 
burg, after a brief sickness. Though 
under the care of physicians for some 
time, , the end came suddenly. Heart 
failure was the immediate cause. 

Overtaxed by his varied business in- 
terests, Mr. Witmer went to his orange 
grove a short time ago to secure much- 
needed rest. His condition was not 
alarming and he expected early recov- 
ery of his wonted vigor. But his con- 
dition became worse till the end. 

URGED WIDER BROADWAY. 

Mr. Witmer was one of the leaders 
in the financial life of the city and 
was long identified with many civic 
improvements. As chairman of a 
committee appointed to bring about 
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Led Campaign for Widen-| 


the widening of Broadway he secured

an improvement that has greatly 
aided in the development of that thor- 
oughfare of retail trade. There was 
much opposition to the spreading of 
Fort street, as Broadway was formerly 
known. and for a long time Mr. Wit- 
mer fought almost single-handed to 
mplish his purpose.

railway on West Second street over 
Bunker Hill.

END OF BIG CAREER 
OF CAPT. MULLINS. 


C who in his lifetime numbered 
President Grant, President Gar- 
field, Gen. Sherman and other national 
leaders among his personal friends, 
and who at one time was in entire 
charge of the educational work in the 
United States army, died yesterday 
afternoon at 5:30 o'clock at his home, 
No. 2407 Juliet street. Death resulted 
from rheumatism, from which Capt. 
Mullins had been a sufferer for many 
years, but which became acute only 
about a week ago and affected his 
Besides his brilliant career as an 
army educationalist, for which he was 
complimented by Congress twenty- 
four years ago, Capt. Mullins gained 
fame in his young manhood as a 
Christian minister, raised a monument 
to himself by inventing the Mullins 
process of hardening iron, which is 
still used by large iron mills and steel 
plants, and in recent years has been 
one of the foremost mining experts 
the West. In 1882 he was placed 
charge of the distribution of supplies 
in the flooded Mississippi River * 
tricts. 


KNOWN ALL OVER WEST. 
Capt. Mullins had resided in Los An- 
geles for twenty-two years, and only 
in the last few years had been com- 
pelled to desist from the experting of 
mines, in which vocation he was 
known all over the West and in Mex- 
ico. At one time he was heavily in- 
terested in mining properties, and was 
president of the famous Golden Cross

MINISTER AT TWENTY-ONE. 
When only 21 years of age the young 
student wus ordained to the ministry 

in the Christian church at his home 
town of Harrodsburg. Successively he 
took charges at .Covington, Louisville, 
Syracuse, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Denver. On July, 24, 1866, the young 
minister was married to Miss Mary 
Virginia Sparr of St. Louis, daughtes 
of John H. Sparr. 

In his work in the ministry, Rev. 
Mr. Mullins became famed for his 
educational endeavors, and attracted 
the attention of President Grant. Ac- 
cordingly, in 1875, President Grant 
appointed the minister as a captain 
in the United States army to .devote 
his efforts toward education in the 
army ranks. 

ARMY EDUCATOR. 

For five years Capt. Mullins pur- 
sued his duties in the western posts, 
confining his work largely to Texas. 
So successful and untiring in his work 
was Capt. Mullins that in 1880 he was 
placed in charge of all the educa- 
tional work in the army, wtih head- 
quarters at St. Louis. 

In this capacity he was brought in- 
to contact with all the nation’s lead- 
ers, and especially with President Gar- 
field, Gen. Sherman and Gen. McCook, 
with whom he became particularly 
friendly, and with whom he worked 
hand in glove for the advancement of 
the soldier boys. In his capacity as 
head of the educational department, 
Capt. Mullins paid visits to nearly all 
the army posts in the United States.

VITAL POINT iS WON. 


Government Scores Essential Victory 


in Trial of Standard Oil 
— Company. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, March 4.—A vital point in 


the government’s case against the 
Standard Oil Company was decided in 
the former's favor by Judge Anderson 
today. The defense argued against the 
admission of “tariff 24” which shows 
the rate of ofl between Whiting, Ind., 
and Bast St. Louis to be 18 cents, on 
the ground that the mere posting in 
Chicago of notice that the tariff was 
on file in the Chicago office of the 
Chicago and Alton did not constitute 
publication.
